and the other of "guilty with capital 
punishment" which carries with it a 
sentence of death by hanging. 


County Solicitor Walter D. H. Hill 


moved that .sentence be imposed be- 
fore adjoin nment but Judge Klvel re- 
served action until tomorrow. 


Court olllcials expressed some uncer-
